and of Dervisch Pasha, and thereby provok- 
ing the intervention of England. It states 
that the decoration conferred upon Arali Pa- 
sha was bestowed at the instance of Dervisch 
Pasha, in consequence of Arabi Pasha’s pro- 
testations of tidelity. In conclusion the pro- 
<«lamation exhorts all Egyptians to obey the 
khedive. : 

AIDING AROUND ALEXANDRIA, 

The Daily News has the following dispatch 
irom: Alexandria: A body of one hundred 
marines made a raid to day upon the villages 
between Alexandria and Meks, and arrested 
all pecssons who were unable togive a good ac- 
count of themselves. The authorities are 
are taking stringent measures to prevent tbe 
indiscriminate landing of persons with 
out means or employment, One 
hundred and fifty such persons 
who landed yesterday, have been sent to the 
arsenal, pending a decision as to whether or 
not they shall be compelled to return on 
board the vessels from which they disem- 
barked. Four Bedouins who were caught 
looting in Ramleh have been sentenced to 
death. Orders have been received at Wool- 
wich to dispatch. 4,000 troops to Egypt. 
Three thousand are to go to Alexandria and 
1,000 to [smailia. 

DE LESSEPs'’S REPORT TO THE CANAL COMPANY. 

Paris, Sepicmber 5,-—De Lesse ps to-day pre- 
sented his report to the meaacit of the Suez 
canal company on his negotiations with the 
English authoritics for the preservation of the 
neutrality of the canal. Hesaid that Gen 
eral Wolseley had informed him that the 
English government accepted the responsi- 
bility for damage and obstruction to the traf- 
fic of the canal. 

THE MILITARY SITUATION, 

Loxvon, September 5—A dispatch from 
Port Said to the Daily News says: The fresh 
water canal at Ismailia ‘s falling rapidly.

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DUBLIN ON SUNDAY, 

New York, September 4.-—By a cable tele- 
gram to the Herald on yesterday, it is stated 
that Dublin is again in avery excited state. 
At two o'clock this morning tbe riot act was 
read in Sackville street and the street was 
cleared by continued charges of cavalry and 
infantry, in which three or four people, in- 
cluding a reporter, were wounded. At dusk 
this evening there was an unfortunate affray 
in Chapel street Thirty special constables 
were marching over Grattan bridge on their 


way to the Green street police station when.! 


they were hustled and assailed by a mob of 
roughs. One constable drew his revolver and 
tired three shots into the mob, severely 
wounding :hree men, whether fatally or not 
is not vet known.

THE SUGAR INTEREST. 


Topics Prisented to the Lurtff Commission in Cin- 
cinnat! Yesterday. 
CINCINNATI, September 5.—<A 
from the grocers’ association of Cincinnah, 
conyisting of James M. Glenn, L. UC. Keever, 
James H. Laws and David A. White came 
before the tariff commission this morning 
and presented a paper on the question of 
duties on sugar, molasses and rice. The paper 
advocated a continuance of the wise and lib- 
eral policy of the protection of those staples 
of the south and southwest. It urged strongly 
that no change be made in the duties on 
these articles that would afford less protec- 
tion than is extended to them, as tke pres- 
ent tariil gave no more — protec- 
tion than was actually necessary 
to encourage their production and stimulate 
their increase. It impre:sed the opinion that 
the agricultural people of the Mississippi val- 
ley are in warm sympatiiy with the develop- 
ment of those southern interests, because they 
fully appreciate the advantages to be derived 
from the establishment of large and perma- 
nent home markets for their products. In 
the event of any modification of the tarill 
on sugar, they suggest that grades 14, 
15 and 16 should not, as now, be scaled so 
high above the refining grades as to exclude 
them, but they should be so graded as to 
allow their importation. They also recom- 
mended the use of the polariscope as a test 
of the grades of sugar. Jn reply to questions 
by Mr. Kenner, Mr. Keever stated that the 
views in this paper were those of the entire 
grocery trade of Cincinnati, and that the as- 
sociation had no connection whatever with 
the sugar refining interests. Mr Laws stated 
in reply toa question by Mr. Oliver, that there 
was no general feeling in the community in 
favor of any radical change in the tamil, and 
it would be better to let the tariff remain as 
it is than to have it materially interfered with 
in that way. M. B. Daly, representing 
the steamboat interest between Cincinnati 
and New Orleans, made an argument against 
any reduction of the duties on sugar, molas- 
sesand rice that would operate against the 
production of those staples in the south and 
consequently against the: interests of the 
river transportation® companies. This con.-

BOB INGERSOLL PLEADS 


the Field. 


FOR THE HONOR OF BRADY AND 
HiS CO-CONSPIRATORS. 


A Large Attendance to Haarthe Great Infidei’s De. 
fensa of the Nebulous Grab of the Postal De.- 
velopers—A Disquisitivn om Public 
Opinion and Kindred Topics. 


WASHINGTON, September 5.—A great crowd 
thronged the criminal court room to-day be- 
cause of the announcement that Colonel R. 
G. Ingersol\’s turn to speak for the defense had 
arrived. Colonel Ingersoll began by asking 
the jury to understand that he was as much 
opposed to official corruption as any man in 
the world, and that he had not one word to 
say in defense of any man who he believed 
the treasury. He wanted 
the jury to understand that he 
Was not defending nor excusing 
nor endeavoring to palliate the slightest dis- 
honesty in any public official. The jury had 
been told that the people of the United States 
were a demoralized people; that a tide of dis- 
honesty was rising, ready to sweep from one 
shore of the country to the other, It had 
been appealed to to find innocent men guilty 
in order that the tide might be successfully 
resisted. It had been told that it was neces- 
sary to make an example of some- 
body, in order that the country might take 
the road to honesty. The country had been 
in war, but he denied that the war had de- 
moralized the people. Whoever fougit for 
right, or for what he believed to be right, did 
not demoralize himseif. He ennobled him- 
self, and the war through which the country 
had passed had been a reformation—not a 
demoralization. The war was a period of 
moral enthusiasm, during which the people 
had become a thousand times grander and 
more noble than thev had ever been 
before. The eilect of -the war ‘had 
been good and- only — good. When 
we shook the shackles off tour millions people 
it did not demoralize us. When we changed 
the hut of the slave into: the castle of the 
freeman, it did not demoralize us. The jury 
had been told that the l nited States was dis- 
tinguished among the nations of the world 
onty tor its corruption. He cared not who 
said that first. It made nodifference to him 
that it was quoted from a republicon senator. 
Hie denied it. This country was not distine- 
vuished for corrupuion and no patriot be- 
lieved It. Hle had heard tht 
nonsense and intellectual rot all 
his life. Jt was the capital stock of every 
Prosecuting lawyer, but in it there was nota 
word of-truth. He had always supposed that 
the people of America were distinguished for 
tree schools, tor’free speech, for just laws, not 
for corruption, and yet in the name of this 
universal corruption the Jury was appealed to 
also to become corrupt.

AM Revision of the Regliatration Lista to be Secured 

, Under the Edmande Law. 

Sarr Lake Ciry, September 5—The Utah 
commissioners have concluded the work nec- 
essary to secure a thorough revision of the 
registrition lists. Officers are being appointed 
in every county with deputies in each pre- 
cinect, amounting to over 350 in all, with 
power to purge the lists every voter dis 
Aenchieed by the Edmundslaw. To this end 
it became necessary to direct that every per- 
son, male or female, who, since the passue 
of the law of 1*62, has at any time lived in 
Violation of said law, be refused 
the rights of. franchise. This very 
sweeping order is conceded to be within the 
intention of the Edmunds _ law, and is in- 
dorsed’ by the legal fraternity, the press, and 
allanti-Mormonsgenerally. The liberals fee! 
that the commission is entitled to and will 
secure the support of the people here and of 
thecountry in determined effort to provide a 
fairelection so far as they have th? power.

“SAVING THE SOUTH.,’’ 


The Plans and Projects of the Administration Party 
—Bill Chandier'’s Schemes. 
Special Dispatch to the Chicago Times. 
WASHINGTON, September 4.—The earnest 
support of the administration is promised to 
the anti-bourbon movement in the south in 
the coming campaign. The matter is under- 
steod to have been made the subject of con- 
sultation by the cabinet prior to the de- 
varture of the president from the city, and it 
is reliably stated that the undegstanding was 
reached that every congrexsional district in 
the south which could possibly be saved from 
tne democrats was needed, and that no stone 
should be left unturned to secure the 
election of a she mene or anti-bour- 
bon in every doubtful district. The 
lan of asssistance determined upon 
yas not been decided upon in all its cietails, 
but enough is known to authorize the state- 
ment that the work will bein charge of the 
heads of the department of justice and the 
navy department. Secretary Chandler was 
selected because of his familiarity with the 
various southern political methods and the 
attorney general was intrusted with a share 
of the work because the department of justice 
is especially interested. In preparing forthe 
final work of the campaign. the selection of 
otficers of election, registration of voters, etc., 
legal questions will present themselves 
and legal assistance will be necessary. 
This, the department of justice, acting 
through its head and through an agent 
specially assigned to the work, will furnish to 
the leaders in‘ the movement. Nothing has 
yet been done in the matter except to formu- 
late the plan of action. The duties of the 
attorney general in the star-ronte trials, and 
the absence of Secretary Chandler, and of the 
gentleman who will be assigned to the duty 
of attending to the correspondence with the 
leaders of the new movement, prevent active 
inauguration of the work. As soon, however, 
as the star-route cases are concluded, and the 
secretary of the navy returns, active work 
will be be-un. In the past the opponents of 
bourbon rule in the south have been met at 
every turn by obstructions requiring the ac- 
tion of the courts to surmount. The exercise 
of this authority they have never been able 
to command until after the elections, too late 
to be of much vaiue. Itis proposed now to 
ut the machinery of the department of jus- 
tice in operation to afford the bourbon oppc- 
nents such legal advice and assistance as may 
be requisite. In the hands of men of the 
ability and experience of Attorney General 
Brewster and Secretary Chandler, something 
may be expected from the new movement.

WasHINGToN, September 5.—A system of 
warnings for frosts which threagen the tobac- 
co growing sections of the United States were 
begun on September 1, and will continue un- 
til November 1, or until a killing frost. 
When a frost is anticipated in any district no- 
tification of the fact will be telegraphed from 
the Washington office, and if possible, 48 
hours in advance. The telegram will define 
as Closely as posssble the section and extent 
of the anticipated frost. Tbe telegram will 
be posted in telegraph offices and signal sta- 
tions.

The Injunction Case Against the Heary Helen Coal 
Company-The Right-of-Way Through Red 
Gap and the De Bardeleben Compary’s Rail- 

road—Whrat the Tw> Sides have to Say.

BirMinGHaM, Ala., August 51.—The injunc- 
tion case against the Henry-Helen coal compa- 
ny alluded to in my telegram 6f last night has 
developed some interesting railroad gossip 
which I have taken pains to gather. There 
has been some sharp play, it is asserted, but 
by whom Iam not informed, save that the 
coal company is responsible forit. As is well 
known in Georgia, the Georgia Pacific has 
been rather quiet for some months, and, 
while not blowing its horn as other such en- 
terprises were doing, it became noised abroad 
over this way that the company had col- 
lapsed. It even got into the newspapers that 
the Georgia Pacific had fallen through, as I 
have learned to-day. However, this was all a 
mistake, and the enterprise was never for a 
moment in danger of being abandoned. 

In locating the line from Birmingham to 
Atlanta, the only possible way of getting 
through the mountains was through Red gap, 
and the right 01 way was subsequently con- 
demned in that direction, It cost the Georgia 
Pacific about $15,000 to locate its line, buy the 
right of way and get everything in readiness 
to put the contractors to work. Now, this 
same gap in the mountains was the only way 
to the new coal mines to which the DeBardel- 
ben ¢ompany proposed to build a road four- 
teen miles jong, so as soon a- the Pacific had 
everything finished in June last the coal com- 
pany soon resolved on a plan and set to work 
to carry it out.. As is asserted In my presence 
to-day, the papers, charts, profiles, etc., be- 
longing to the Georgia Pacitic were obtained 
from the office here in a round-about manner 
and by making a-few alterations, such as 
changing curves, grades, etc., almost identi- 
eally the same route the Georgia Pacific had 
staked out was claimed by the coal company’s 
enzineers. and men put to work, 500 strong.
